New York. Sept. 13—(AP) — 


Secretary ot Commerce Henry A. 
Wallace declared last night in a 
White House-approved speech that 
the United States must establish 
e, clearly-defined and realistic for- 
eign policy of its own to avoid an- 
other war. 


He denounced at the same time 


any "gee tougn with Russia" pol- 
icy and demanded that this coun- 
try abstain from close cooperation 
with Great Britain in controver- 
sies involving the Soviet Union. 


Declaring that the "British im- 


perialistic policy" in the Near East 
together with Soviet retaliation, 
would lead the United States into 
war unless it set up an indepen- 
dent foreign policy, Wallace as- 
serted: 


"To prevent war and insure our 


survival m a stable world, it is es- 
sential 
that 
we 
look 
abroad 


through our own American eyes 
and not through the eyes of either 
the British foreign office or a pro- 
British or anti-Russian press. 


"In this connection, I want ona 


thing clearly understood. 
I am 


neither anti-British nor pro-Brit- 
sh—neither anti-Russian nor pro- 
Russian." 


The former vice-president spoke 


at a Madison Square Garden meet- 
ing sponsored by the National Citi- 
zens Political Action committee 
and the Independent Citizens com- 
mittee of the Arts, Sciences and 
Professions. 


(In Washington earlier, Presi- 


dent Truman told a news confer- 
ence that he had read and approv- 
:d all Wallace's speech$ and that 
he considered nothing in it conflict- 
ed with the pobcy stated by Sec- 
retary Byrnes in his recent Stutt- 
:art address). 
Regarding Russia, Wallace said:

New Wage Rule By 
Steeiman Applies to 


Ship Workers Only 


Shipyard Employes Only 


Others Likely to Get 


Hike by Decision 


Washington, Sept. 13—(AP)— 


To you, the average worker, what 
does the government's new rul- 
ing on wage raises mean? 


(The 
ruling was handed down 


last night in the maritime strike.) 


It means nothing to you, for 


nothing was changed in the gov- 
ernment's rules on wage increases 
unless you're a seaman or per- 
haps a shipyard worker. 


Here's a boiled-down explana- 


tion of the new ruling, with back- 
ground. 


The government set up its pres- 


ent wage rules last Feb. 14 as a 
means of keeping wages and prices 
in line. The OPA was to be boss 
on prices. The boss of wages was 
to be the 
Wage 
Stabilization 


Board. 


These Are the Rules 


The rules worked this way: 
1. Suppose a boss wanted to 


raise wages. Would he have to ask 
permission of the Wage Stabiliza- 
tion Board? No, unless he wanted 
to raise" prices to offset the pay 
raise he gave. 


2. If he wanted to raise prices, 


because of the wage raise, he'd 
have to ask the wage board how 
much he could raise. The board 
would set the limit. Then, after 
getting'board approval for a cer- 
tain pay raise, the boss could go 
to OPA for permission to raise 
prices. 


3. But on any job where a wag« 


raise was going to cost the gov- 
ernment money—such as on ships 
owned by the government—the 
wage board had to approve before 
any raise could be given, no mat- 
ter how little. 


No. 1 and No. 2 still stand, un- 


touched by last night's ruling 
which affected only No. 3. For it 
was on No. 3 that.the maritime 
strike^broke.

Torch Made by Man 


Chicago.1 Sept. 13.—(AP)—The 


hottest torch ever made was on 
exhibit today at the final sessions 
of the American Chemical socie- 
ty's meeting. 


The torch was a flame made by 


two gases, fluorine and hydrogen. 
The heat is more than 6,000 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, which is the sur- 
face temperature 
of some cool 


stars. 


This torch is hotter than either 


oxy-acetylene 
or 
oxy-hydrogen. 


But it is not the hottest flame pro- 
duced by luan. ThaX, except from 
atomic bombs, comes from electri- 
cal arcs exceeding the sun's sur- 
face temperature of 10,000 degrees. 


The new torch is suitable for 


welding copper. It melts any re- 
fractory, the name of materials 
that stand very high heat.
